(b) the Impregnation solution comprises one or more water phas es end one or more oil 

Phases and is in the form of a W/O. O/W. W/Q/W or Q/W/O emulsion, a microemmslon, 
a Pickerino emulsion, a soravable emulsion or a h vdrodispersion.

7. The wipe of claim _1 any ono of claim s 3 - 6 wherein the Impregnation solution comprises one or 
more cosmetic or dermatologlcal auxiliaries, additives and/or active ingredients selected from the 
group consisting of moisturizers, waxes, surfactants, preservatives, antioxidants, dyes, plant 
extracts, UV filtere, pigments, deodorant and anUperspiranl active ingredients, dennatological 
active ingredients and perfume.

13. The wipe as claimed in claim 1, wherein the impregnation solution is a microemulsion.
